When they! are all entbarg'd, they dirett their courſe for Rlack- 
Freers Stairs, (giving ſome jay ful and _reſpeQful Acclamations as they 
paſs by His Majeſty's Palace of Whitc-hall) where at his Lordſhip's 
landing he isſalued by the Military Glory ot the Nation, the Artiller 
Compary, with three Vollies z who upon this occaſion are very gal- 
lantly and richly habited; 'ntany of the Maſquertpgers in Buff, with 
Head-pieces of maſly Silver, all with Red Feathers, and moſt of the 
Pikemen as well as Officers with very rich embroider'd Belts.
